1. NONALIGNED CONCERNED ABOUT CONFERENCE PROCEDURES 

NONALIGNED MEMBERS OF THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL ARE 
CONCERNED THAT SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM WILL NOT BE 
GIVEN ADEQUATE ADVANCE NOTICE OF HIS PARTICIPATION 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST PEACE CONFERENCE. WALDHEIM TOLD 
AMBASSADOR BENNETT THAT THE NONALIGNED HAD NO WISH TO 
INTERFERE IN THE NEGOTIATIONS, BUT HOPED THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL WOULD APPEAR MORE THAN A RUBBER STAMP FOR 
GREAT POWER BILATERAL DIPLOMACY. HE INDICATED THAT 
AN EARLY INVITATION TO PARTICIPATE IN THE CONFERENCE 
WOULD GO FAR TO SIDETRACK PRESSURES FOR A PREMATURE

FURTHER INSIGHT INTO THE IRAQI REJECTION OF THE 
SECRET 
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ANGERED BY SADAT'S CONTINUED NEGLECT OF IRAQ AND THE
